The Remains of Gen. Hayes 
Laid to Rest, 


Simple put Impressive Services at 
the Family Mansion. 


A Large and Imposing Procession 
to the Grave. | 


President-elect Cleveland and Many Other 
Men of Prominence in the Nation 
Pay Tributes to the Noble 

Dead.

Fremont (O.,) Jan. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Taps have been 
soundéd, bugles have biown a beautiful 
‘good night, the last salute has been 
fired, and all that is mortal of Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes sleeps beneath a mantle 
of snow by the side of the devoted com- 
panion of his life. The ceremonies of 
the day were such as befitted a typical 
American citizen, soldier and states- 
man. The simplicity of the Republic 
shown forth in his life and was marked 
in his obsequies. No eulogy was said 
above him; that was left for the future 
to pronounce; and all who knew the 
man, father and statesman unite in 
saying it has been wisely so. The pure, 
upright and generous good deeds, which 
drew so suddenly to a close Tuesday 
night, have nothing to fear from the 
verdict of coming time. : 

In some respects the occasion was one 
of the most notable in American history. 
‘The only-remaining ex- -President, soon 
again to assume the mantle of responsi- 
bility, stood beside the bier of his dead 
friend and wept in sorrow for him. 
The two men had some notable qualities 
in common, and of all public men few 
were more sincere mourners than Gro- 
ver Cleveland, who came and went 
without ostentation, A great crowd 
gathered at the depot awaiting his ar- 
rival, but a word wisely passed around 
by the Citizens’ Committtee prevented 
any cheering or display there, and he 
left as quietly as he came... Only the

VIEWING THE REMALNS. 

All this forenoon thousands passed in 
the procession through the chamber of 
death to view for the last time the well- 
known features of the dead ex-Presi- 
dent. At 9 o’clock the school children 
of the city marched in procession, with 
a national flag at the head; passed the 
bier, followed by the civic societies of 
Fremont. Everything in the wide, 
sunny dining-room, in which the re- 
mains lay, was in keeping with the sim- 
ple life of the departed statesman. 

The plain cedar casket covered 
with’ black cioth, and rested in the 
center of the room with 
The silver plate simply bore the in- 
scription:

AWFUL FATALITY. 


Many Firemen Crushed by a Fall- 
ing Wall. 


Several of the Unfortunates Rescued in a 
Dying Condition—Nine Men Still 
Supposed to Be in the 
Ruins,

New York, Jan. 21.—| By the. Assocle 

ated Press.] Story & Co.’s five-story 
warehouse on Washington and. Main 
streets is on fire at 2:30 this morning. 
Three alarms were turned in. The 
building is used by merchants of the ~ 
vicinity for the storage of cotton and 
rice, One wall of the burning building 
has fallenin, and buried many men in 
Other firemen set at work 
digging them out. 
_ It isimpossible to give the names of 
the killed as yet. Those known to have 
been seriously injured are: Pipemen 
Coyle, Robertson, Ronald and McCar- 
ren, all of truck No. 8. When the men 
were removed from the ruins they were 
instantly placed in ambulances and 
hurried away to the hospital. They 
presented a horrible sight, and, if ap- 
pearances count for anything, it is very 
doubtful if any of them recover. A 
score of firemen are working with all 
their might to rescue'those still under 
the débris. 

At the time the wall fell a large num- 
ber of firemen were fighting the flames 
on that side of the warehouse to pre- 
vent them spreading to the adjoin- 
ing soap factory. When the wall 
began to crack some one_ shouted 
to the workirg firemen to run for their 
lives. Tne warning came too late, for 
before half of them reached a place of 
safety, the awful mass Of brick and 
timbers came crashing down on them. 
A call was sent for more firemen to 
aid in digging out the unfor- 
tunate men. In a few minutes 
they succeeded in rescuing four-of truck 
No. 8 men and at this hour are still en- 
gaged in making eyery effort to rescue 
the buried men. It is believed nine 
men are still under the ruins and in all 


| probability they will be dead before 


they can be rescued. The money loss 
is estimated at $300,000. 


MORMONS IN MEXICO.

Lonnon, Jan. 20.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.}| _Dr.—Cornelius Herz 
was arrested at midnight on demand of 
the French government, on a charge 
of having been fraudulently implicated 
inthe Panama swindling and corrup- 
tion. The detectives assigned to make 
the arrest went about the work very 
cautiously, as it was reported that Herz 
was sick, though from his previous 
record both in America and France, he 
might be shamming illness and take the 
opportunity to escape. It was known 
that Herz was at Tankerville Hotel, 
Bournemouth. On arriving there the 
detectives were informed that Herz 
was too ill to be seen: but they insisted 
and followed the porter to the door. 
Mrs. Herz responded to the knock, and 

after some parley, the detectives an- 
nounced their official character and 
insisted on being admitted to the outer 
room, Mrs. Her@#returning to her hus- 
band’s sleeping apartment. 

She came out in a few moments. 
Her face showed signs of grief and agi- 
tation. She could hardly restrain tears 
as she said, ‘‘Gentlemen, Dr. Herz is too 
illto getup. You are welcome'to go 
in and see for yourselves.’’ The detec- 
tives entered the sleeping room. Herz 
wasin bed. He had just been propped 
up with pillows by his wife. 
looked pale and wasted, his eyes sunken, 
and he bore every sign of being a very 
‘sick man. gh 

‘I know vour business, gentlemen,”’ 
he said ina weak tone, as if it were 
dificult for himtotalk. ‘‘You see my 

condition. I 4m willing to go with you 
if it is possible for me to be moved.”’ 
SICK OR SHAMMING. 
_ The detectives looked at the man and 
concluded it would not be proper to take 
further action without medical advice. 
The doctor who has been attending 
Herz wascalledin. He declared that 
Herz was in such a serious condition he 
could only be removed at the imminent 
peril of his life, and from present ap- 
- pearances it would be impossible to re- 
move him for some time. The detec- 
tives telegraphed this statement to Lon- 
don.’ They were told to remain with 
the prisoner, but take-no action toward 
his removal .without further instruc- 
tions. 

The detectives then took turns at 
watching, one remaining near the sick 
man, while the other found what rest 
he could within easy call. . 


Herz, notwithstanding his illness, has | 


‘made energetic preparations to contest 
the effort to extradite him to France. 


He has retained Lewis, the well-known | 


solicitor, and Sir Edward Clarke and 
Gill are counsel in the case. Some sur- 
prise was expressed that Herz should

professed a readiness to surrender. 


HERZ INTERVIEWED. 
The Boodle King Poses as a Patriot of 


the Purest Water. 

Paris, Jan. 20.—An interview with 
Herz is published here. He protested 
earnestly against the suspicion that he 
had been the agent in France of the 
triple alliance. The only foundation 
for such a report was the statement 
made by Bohutel, brother ot his first 
~ wife, who attempted to extort money 
him on athreat to denounce him 
asa Prussian spy, and who had even 
sent documents to Gen. Boulanger, the 
Minister of War, endeavoring to estab- 
lish the accusation. Boulanger felt so 
little confidence in Bohutel’s state- 
ments that he declined to inquire into 
the charges, and handed the docvu- 
mentsto Herz. Herz said he was will- 


ing to submit these documents to a. 


committee of investigation of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. If the committee re- 
fused to examine them he would lay 
them before a jury of honor. So far 
from being a traitor to France, he was 
passionately devoted to France and had 
gone to much personal trouble to serve 
French interests. 
In seeking to detach italy from the 
triple alliance he went to Rome and 
cultivated the friendship of Crispi. He 
exchanged letters with Crispi which he 
was ready to produce before a jury of 
honor. Herz showed the interviewer a 
letter from Gen. Menabrea, formerly 
Italian Minister at Paris, written in 
flattering terms, introducing him to 
Crispi. Herz also showed other letters 
written by Gen. Menabrea while Am- 
bassador, expressing ‘high esteem for 
Herz. Herz added he took Menabrea’s 
@wnson into hisemployment ata salary 
of f.1000 a month, and spared neither 
pains nor money to gain Menabrea over 
to the side of France. In conclusion, 
Herz stated no act of corruption could 
be traced to him. During the whole of 
the alleged campaign of corruption he 
was never in France, having been trav- 
eling abroad at the time. As to the 
future, he preferred suicide to prison.

THE “SWEATING” SYSTEM. 


Report of the Committee that Investi- 
gated Its Horrors, 
WasHINGTON, Jan. 20.—|By the Asso- 

ciated Press.] The House Committee 
on Manufactures today adopted the re- 
port of the sub-committee detailed to 
inquire into the ‘‘sweating system”’ of 
tenement-house labor. The report is a 
voluminous document, embracing all 
the testimony taken by the committee, 
anda careful analysis of the various 
suggestions looking to the correction or 
amelioration of the evils. The com- 
mittee inclines favorably to the use of 
tags on all articles of clothing, by which 
they can be traced to the place of man- 
ufacture; to the prohibition of in- 
terstate commerce in goods made 
under nhealthy conditions, and 
to a definition of such conditions. 
But as it is only by further careful con- 
sidexation that_the details of any legis- 
lation proposed can be intelligently 
drafted to meet the requirements, the 
committee, in view of the early expira- 
tion of Congress, simply submits its re- 
port with the recommendation that such 
legislatioh be had by Congress as, with 
the least interference with the busi- 
ness of citizens and the least exercise 
of Federal jurisdiction, will effectually 
prevent interstate commerce in ar- 
ticles of clothing or personal wear made 
under unhealthy conditions.

The Tables Turned. ‘

“Writers of “Books. 

To all budding and aspiring authors 
may be commended the statistics concern- 
ing novels given in a late English publica- 
tion. During the last six years 1,600 nov- 
els have been published which have suc- 
ceeded so far that they were asked for at 
the libraries. About the same number 
were published which were not asked for 
and failed. These 1,600 books were writ- 
ten by 922 people, of whom 50 form a com- 
pany far in advance of the rest, so far as 
popularity is concerned, and 70 form a 
company well behind the first; 120 make 
up a band who have so far succeeded as to 
create a small demand for their work, and 
the others have reaped neither pecuniary 
advantage nor fame, which, being summed 
up in figures, indicates that of those who 
write one’s chance of being one of the 
50 novelists in some 3,000 who succeed is 
1-70, and his chance of remainifig in ob 
scurity and neglect is represented by the 
fraction 326-850, which is rather a discour+ 
aging certainty.—New York Sun,

The Board of. Public Works held their 
regular weekly meeting yesterday, at 
which the following recommendations 
were adopted for presentation to the 
Council on Monday: 


Day et al.. we have examined the location 
complained of in reference to the pool -of

held a breezy meeting just after the 
adjournment of the Board of Public 
Works. The Council at its last meeting 
passed a resolution providing for the 
appointment of twelve inspectors for 
the outfall sewer at a salary of $4 per 
day, and in consequence almost every 
member of the Council was on hand to 
look after the appointments, and, if 
possible, secure one or more of the 
places for their respective constituents. 

Councilman Nickell called the commit- 
tee together, when Engineer Dockweiler 
delivered quite an interesting lecture 
on bricks in general, and those adapted 
for sewer construction in particular, | 
dwelling at length on the importance of 
the ‘‘crusbing’’ test. Councilman Mun- 

son did not see what crush- 
ing resistance of brick amounted 
to in sewers where there was 
no pressure, and the engineer proeeeded 
to enlighten them. It was easy to 
see, however, that the audience was 
not interested in brick, but that it was 
‘them places’’ that was agitating them, 

and the speaker did not receive that 
attention to which heis accustomed, 
}and brought his talk to a sudden close. 

Interest at once centered on a -large

THE BOY TO BLAME. 


axe mae on. the Body of Little Joe Craw 


Yesterday, 

The inquest on the remains of Joe 
Craw, the boy who was run over bya 
freight train atthe Arcade depot on 
Thursday evening, was held yesterday 
afternoon in the undertaking rooms of 
Orr: & Sutch by Coroner Cates. Noth- 
ing further was developed beyond the 
particulars published in Tue Times as. to 
how the accident happened, for there 
were noeye-witnesses to befound. The 
fact was plainly brought out, however, 
that the boy himself was the only one 
to blame, as none of the train hands 
were near to see or prevent his hanging 
upon the sides of the cars, as he prob- 
ably did before being thrown under the 


wheels. In the verdict ee by the 
jury the employés’ of road 
were exonerated blame. At-. 
tached to the verdict the jury 


added the recommendation that the 
city ordinance relating to boys riding 
upon cars be enforced, and also that 
parents of such children should be re- 
minded of the almost criminal negli- 
gence of which they were guilty in al- 
lowing voung boys to hang about rail- 
way tracks and train yards for the par- 
pose of stealing rides upon the moy’ng 
cars. The ordinance, as it stands, pro- 
vides that all boys under 18. years of 
age, who are found guilty of jumping 
on and off moving cars of any sort, 
shall be fined not more than $100 or 
be subject to fifty days’ imprisonment, 
or be both fined and imprisoned at the 
discretion of the Court. In view of the 
fact that accidents so often happen of 
this nature, the police are now deter- 


mined upon the enforcement of the or- 


dinance to the letter.

Meantime, it is premature to talk 
about a ‘‘boom’’ in real estate. Such 
an -ided should not be encouraged. 
Men of sound judgment have ou de- 
sire to see the crazy period of five 
years ago duplicated, with its conse- 
quent inevitable reaction. There is no 
particular nééd at present for the tay- 
ing out of new subdivisions. It would 
be best to first sell and improve some of 
the thousands of vacant lots which are 
scattered through the city, many of 
which, in their present condition, are 
an eyesore and a menace to surrounding 
property, through the filthy and in- 
fected condition of the neglected trees, 
which are perfect breeders of destruc- 
tive pests. A law should be framed 
permitting these lots to be cleaned by 
the city authorities, and the expense 
made a lien on the property, much of 
which js owned by absentees. 


Especially to be ayoided at this | 


‘juncture, is any Sich bs to lay out more 
‘‘boom'’ towns, which have no reason 


for existence. This was the worst 


feathre of the late real estate fever, 


and did more than anything else to give 
Southern California property a black 
eye abroad. Not only did _ these 
“towns” result disastrously in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred tothe 
credulous purchasers of ‘‘business’’ and 
other lots in them, but they have been, 
and still are, in many instances, a great 


pouisance to the localities where they 


were planted. In some cases, these 
cities in the air have been formally 
transferred into acreage by action of 
the Supervisors, but this can only be 


done where the unanimous consent of 


owners is given, to obtain which is 
often practically impossible, even if the 
Thus, 
these stretches of land, often fertile 
and valuable, remain ‘dotted over 
with weather-beaten and dilapidated 
stakes and sign-posts, utterly useless 
There is an 
instance within ten miles of Los Ange- 
les, in the ‘‘town’’ of Broadacres, near 
Redondo. During the boom, several 
hundred twenty-five-foot, ‘‘business’’ 
lots in this prospective | town were sold 
off within a few weeks, by an enterpris- 
ing real estate agent, at $50 apiece. 
Much of the surrounding land, which is 
fertile and desirable, kas since been 
improved with orchards and gardens, 
but the townsite remains 
unimproved. The agent for 
the property, supposing there would be 


no objection on the part of the owners, 


who are scattered all over the conti- 
nent, and many of them unknown, re- 
cently gave a man, permission to seed 
the land to barley. In plowing some of 


} the stakes were pulled up, and now sev- 


eral of the owners are ‘threatening a 
suit fordamages. Land in the neigh- 
borhood is worth $150 an acre for hor- 
ticultural purposes, but the townsite is 
not worth $1.50 an acre, unless a num- 


‘per of the lots could be bunched to- 


gether. Itis difficult to say what the 
future of these places will be, until all 
the owners shall have let their worth- 
less lots go by default, and they get 
into one or a few Hands. Tse Times 
gives fair notice that it will not hesi- 
tate to condemn any efforts to foist such 
schemes as these on the community. 
During the past week there have been 
several encouraging signs of the marked 
improvement» which has taken place in 
the market during the past few months.

AGAINST THE BANKS 


The Savings Banks Cases Won 
by the City. 


The Position of the Assessor Sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 


Unsecured Solvent Credits Declared | 
to Be Liable for Taxation. _ 


A Decision Which Will.Add Thousands to 
the Assessment Rolls of the 
ous Municipalities—Law and 

Facts of the Oase. 


The Supreme Court has decided the 
cases of the savings banks against the 
City Assessor in favor of the city, the 
opinions being received yesterday by 
Dep' forfiling. These 
opinions are, in: some respects, the most 
important ever handed down by the Su- 
preme Court, and, with fearless and ef: 
ficient assessors, will add thousands to 
the assessment rolls of the various mu- 
nicipalities throughout the State. 
When the several savings banks re- 
turned their statements for assessment 
purposes this vear Mr. Hinton was not 
satisfied with the showing, and made a 
personal investigation. No~ solvent 
credits had been returned, and these 
were added by the Assessor. The banks 
claimed that these were not assessable, 
and refused to pay the _ increased 
amount of taxes, whereupon Assessor 
Hinton, acting on the advice of City At- 


torney McFarland, went behind the: 


bank counters and forthwith levied on 
coin tothe amount of the taxes, which 
he at once took possession of and re- 
moved. The banks then brought suit 
against the Assessor for the return of 
the money. The case was decided 
against them in the lower court, where- 
upon an appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court, which has just affirmed the 
decision of the lower court. . While the

tive branch of_the Government has the.ex- 


elusive power of taxation, except so far-as- 


that power is restrained by the Constitu- 
tionor delegated by the Legislature or 
the Constitution to local municipalt- 
ties. But by sec,.12, of art. 11, above 
quoted, the Legislature is prohibited from 
imposing taxes upon counties, cities, towns 
or other municipal corporations for munt- 
It must therefore follow 
that in authorizing. freeholders’ charters, 
which the Legislature cannot change or 
amend, the power of taxation being essen- 
tial to mMunieipal existence, that power is 
necessarily implied. . 

In support of its contention that appel- 
lant was entitled to deduct from its insoly- 
ent unsecured credits, its unsecured liabil- 
ity to its depositors for moneys deposited, 
several considerations are urged. 

It is first insisted that if the charter 
vests the power to levy taxes, such power 
must be exercised strictly in accordance 
with the ordinances of the city, and that 
the ordinance upon-the subject of taxation 


_| provides that the taxpayer may deduct | 


rom his solvent unsecured credits his un- 
secured debts owing to the bona fide resi- 
dents of this State, and that appellant was 
therefore entitled tothe reduction claimed. 

The fifth subdivision of section 4 of the 
city ordinance which contains the forego- 
ing provision is a copy of subdivision 6 
of section 3629 of the Political Code. Sec. 
46, art. 4, of the charter (laws 1889, 
p 469.) defines the duty of the City Asses. 
sor. Sec. 1 of art. 13 of the 
Constitution provides that all property in 
the State, not exempt under the laws of the 
United SS RENS, shall be taxed; that the word 


‘‘property’’ includes moneys, credits, 
bonds, etc. 
The last clause is as follows: ‘The Legis- 


lature may provide, except inthe case of 
credits secured by mortgage or trust deed, 
for a deduction from credits of debts. due 
to bona fide residents of this State.’ 

The Legislature in 1881 amended sec. 
3617 of the. Political Code, and the 
sixth subdivision thereof as amended, after 
defining the terms ‘‘credits’’ and “debts’’ 
concluded as follows: ‘*But credits, claims, 
bebts and demands due, arising, or acéru- 
ing fororon account of money deposited 
with savings and loan corporations, shall, 
for the purpose of taxation, be deemed and 
treated as aninterestin the property of 
such corporation and shall not be assessed 
to the creditor or owner thereof.” .@ . 
We perceive ne conflict between the char- 
ter and the ordinance, nor between the 
charter and ordinance and the provisions 
of the code; but if such conflict existed we 
should be bound to hold that sec. 3617, 
Political Code, declares, and was intended, 
to declare, the general policy of the State

Following is the text of the decisions: 
SECURITY SAVINGS CASE. 

Security Savings Bank and Trust Com- 
pany (appellant) vs. J. W. Hinton, City As- 
sessor of Los Angeles (respondent.) Ap- 


peal from a judgment rendered in favor of 


defendant upon his demurrer to the com- 
plaint. 

The complaint alleges, in substance, that 
plaintiff is a corporation organized for the | 
profit of its stockholders exclusively, with 
a capital stock of - $200,000. (Here follow 
the purposes of the corporation as stated 
That 
in June, 1891, plaintiff made out and de- 
livered to defendant, the City Assessor of 
the city of Los Angeles, upon a blank fur- 
nished. by the city, a statement of its 
property as it existed on the first Monday 
of March preceding, which statement 
showed that plaintiff had money and per- 
sonal ‘property amounting to $3233; that 
there were owing toit solvent credits,. un- 
secured, $58,002.50; due from banks and 
bankers, $6424.23, and that there was due 


from the bank to depositors, buna fide resi- 


dents of this State, unsecured debts for de- 
posits of money with plaintiff, $407,926.90. 
Mortgages to a véry large amount were re- 
turned separately. 

Plaintitt offered to pay taxes upon 
$3233, its money and personal property, 
but declined to pay upon $64,426.73, be- 
ing solvent credits unsecured and moneys 
due from banks and bankers, claiming that 
it was entitled to deduct from its said 
credits the unsecured debts to its deposit- 
ors, which amounted to a much larger 
sum, 

The Assessor demanded payment of taxes 
upon the whole sum of its personal prop- 
erty amd unsecured credits, being $67,- 
659.73, amounting to $805.12, which 
plaintiff refused to pay, and tendered 
$38.80, the amount assessed upon the per- 
sonal property; whereupon the Assessor 
seized the amount of the whole tax, $805.12, 
in money, appellant owning no reali estate, 
and this action is brought to recover of 
the defendant that sum, less the taxes ad- 
mitted to be due on the personal property. 

Appellant presents two principal grounds 
upon which it contends that the action of 
the defendant was illegal, and which, if 
sustained, must require a reversal of the 
judgment. 

First—That the city of Los Angeles has no 
power to levy taxes. 

Second—That if it be conceded that the 
city has such power, the Assessor has no 
authority to deny the deduction from its 


solvent credits of moneys due or owing to 


depositors. 

The first of these propositions is based 
upon the fact that the charter of the city 
is what Ns known as a “freeholders’ 
charter;’’ that the charter was approved 
by the Legislature by resolution, and not 
by bill, and therefore, it is argued, is nota 
law, and that the existence of alaw enacted 
by the Legislature isessential to the exer- 
cise of the power to levy, assess and collect 
Laxes. 

It is not necessary to reconsider the case 
of the People vs, Toal (85 Cal., 333) cited 
by appellant. In none of the 
several cases appealed to this court touch. 
ing the charter of the city ot Los Angeles 
has it been heldthat the charter was not 
properly adopted, nor that it was invalid, 
though some of its provisions have been 
held to be inoperative, because incon. 
sistent witn certain legislative acts which 
were declared to be ‘‘general laws.”’ In 
Brooks vs: Fisher (79 Cal., 173) it was 
said: ‘It is enough to say that the whole 
charter cannot be held to be invalid be- 
cause of the fact thata few of its provl- 
sions may conflict with general statutes 
now in force.”’ . 

The Court after briefly reviewing the 
case above referred to, continues: The 
petition was dismissed, and the effect of 
the decision could not have been less than 
a dejermination that the respondent was 
authorized to proceedin the discharge of 


1 his duties as City Assessor. 


Butthe appellant contends that in the 
absence ofa law enacted by the Legis. 
lature in the constitutional mode, the city 
of Los Angeles has no power to levy taxes, 
and that no general law applicable to cities 
having ‘“freeholder charters’’ has been 
passed for that purpose, 

If no such general law has been enacted 
there can be..no conflict between the 
charter and such law; andit is only as to 
such conflicts that the validity of the char- 
ter has been heretofore questioned. But 
counsel’s argument makes such general 
law the essential basis of the power of the 
city to impose taxes for municipal pur- 
poses. 

This argument is based upon sec. 12 
of art. 11 of the Constitution. . . 


But the authority given by the Constitution. 


to frame we adopt ‘a charter for its own 
governmen which ‘shall become the 
organic law thereof,’’ is comprehensive 
enough to authorize a provision such as 
that contained in the charter of the city of 
Los Angeles, providing for taxation for 
municipal purposes. The Legislature, 


however, was required by the Constitution 


to provide by a general law for the incor- 
poration of towns and citiés that could not, 
forthe want of sufficient population, or 
should not for any reason desire to adopt a 
freeholders’ charter, and, as to municipal 
corporations organized under such general 
law, the latter clause of the above-quoted 
section has full application; and as there 
is no act of the Legislature relating to tax- 
ation for municipal purposes except that 
contained in the municipal government 
act, and which appellant correctly contends 
does not apply to cities having freeholders’ 
there can be no conflict between

It is, however, contended that appellant 
does not come within the provisions of sec. 
3617, Political Code, because the debts 
in question are not ordinary deposits in 
savings banks, 
money, repayable in the exact sum bor- 
rowed, with interest thereon, irrespective 
of the profits and losses that may accrue to 
the bank. 

The language of sec. 3617 is, 
however, comprehensive enough to include 
both classes, and we see no ground upon 
which we can say that the latter class was 
not intended to be included. All are or- 


\ ganized under title X of the Civil Code.’ 


As savings banks are prohibited from 
loaning the monéy of depositors. except on 
adequate security, upon real or’ personal 
property, we must assume that the solvent, 
unsecured credits reported by appellant 
were loans of its Capital; or profits, upon 
personal security; and if its contention in 
this case should be carried out savings 
banks, with a capital paid in by its stock- 
holders, could always evade taxation upon 
their entire capital so long as their savings 
ores equaled or exceeded their cdapi- 
tal, vy converting their capital into unse- 
cured credits. For the reasons

There 
should be no difficulty in separating its or- 
dinary deposits from its savings deposits, 
though none is tound in its statement to 
the Assessor, or.in the complaint in this 
action. In paragraph 20 of the complaint it 
is alleged that the unsecured debts due 
from appellants to bona fide residents of 


this State were debts ‘‘due depositors for

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 

The following opinions were received 

from the Supreme Court yesterday, by 
Deputy Clerk Ashmore, for filing in 
this city, in addition to those in the sav- 
ings bank’ cases printed in another 
column:

The past week has been a dull one in 
the orange market, and few transac- 
tions have been recorded. Such few 
lots as have been forwarded have mostly 
gone on consignment. The extremely 
cold weather in the East stopped con- 
sumption, and stocks in Chicago ac- 
cumulated. The Northern and North- 
western markets are also reported to 
be filled up with sour stock, which was 
shipped too early, and which it will, in 
some cases, be difficult to dispose of. » 

Such shipments area great mistake, 
and make a bad impression on consum- 
ers, especially on those who taste a 
California orange tor the first time 
Added to this, there are still plenty of 
Florida eranges in the Eastern market, 
so that itissomewhat difficult to make 
sales. The weather in the East has 
now moderated and more active ship- 
‘ments will result. 

A number of Riverside growers and 
packers have formed a combine to han- 
dle the cropin a business-like manner, 
but some firms still hold out. Tustin

Australian Oranze 
‘(California Fruit Grower ] 

From. the Agricultural Gazette of 
New South Wales, Australia, we learn 
that the national prize for the best 
orange grove not exceeding ten acres 
was won last year by T. Brien of Hally- 
wood, Parramatta, New South Wales. 
The orchard comprises 
acres with 600 trees 24 years old. 
The trees are planted 21x22 feet apart, 
and are gencrally free from insects and 
in fine condition. Cultivation is done 
mostly by hand, but the scarifier and 
harrow are used occasionally. The 
orchard is irrigated, the water being 
pumped from a creek by means of a 
six-horse power engine. ; ‘Water is dis- 
tributed by means of iron pipes, the 
main pipe being three inches in diame- 
ter, the side pipee one inch. The va- 
riety of fruit is not stated, but the 
vield from the orchard in 1890 was 
$2500, and has been known to reach 
$4000. 

The second prize was won ty G. H. 
Dempsey of Emu Plains, This orchard 
also comprised 600 trees 24 years old, 
and but slightly troubled with insect 
pests. Water is provided froma well 
by means‘of a steam power pump, as in 
the case previously mentioned. 

Sprays used by both the orchardists 
were composed of soap, sulphur and 
lime, applied by means of.a Murray 
spraying machine. 

The last named orchard yields annu- 
ally about 3000 boxes, valued at $1500. 
Ini889, the return given at £340 
19s 8d: 1890, £446 18s 3d. 

Fertilizers used are io soil from the 
creek bottom, bone dust, stable manure 
and kainit. 

For orchards comprising over ten 
acres, the first prize was won by R. 
Brodie of Turramurra, near Hornsby. 
This orchard comprises twenty acres 
of trees twenty to twenty-five years 
old, and six acres from two to six years 
of age. In all there are 2000 trees, of 
which 1500 are in splendid bearing 
condition. Production in 1889, £900; 
1890, £650; and in 1891, £850. The 
trees are planted twenty feet apart, 
and are not irrigated. All work is done 
by hand, no team work being used.

A Rose Disease. — 

The following letter: has been re- 
ceived: 
“Rep. ANDS, Jan. 9,.1893. 

“Agricultural Editor, The Times: Can 
you tell me what is infesting my hybrid 
perpetual roses, and give aremedy? I 
enclose specimens of leaves; Some of 
them have dried soap-suds on them. 
We tried a wash of kerosene, whale oil, 
soap and carbolic acid, but do not think 
it did any good. Will they do any 
harm, more than causing the leaves to 
drop a little sooner? Tea roses not 
troubled. Mra IL. L. Lyon.” 

The rose leaves you send are infested 
with a fungus commonly called the rose 
rust, or technically, Phragmidium 
mueronatum. It_is found in almost 
| every part of the world where. roses 
are grown, and is especially destructive 
to bybrid perpetual roses, the tea roses 
being rarely attacked by it. In severe 


cases it has been known to cause the 


death of the plants attaéked by it, the 
stems of the plants, as wellas the leaves 
and petioles, being AURGAGA.. to its at- 
éacks. 

When once this fungus has attacked a 
plant there is at present no method 
known whereby it can be eradicated 


|) except by destroying the parts of the 


plant affected by it. After these af- 
fected portions have been removed and 
burned the remaining part of the plant 
shouid be sprayed with a solution com- 
posed of a quarter of a pound of sul- 
phate of copper dissolved in five gal- 
lons of water. This will prevent the 
spores of the fungus from again attack- 
ing the plant, but it will be necessary to 
repeat the spraying whenever the solu- 
tion becomes washed off. of the ‘plant by 
the rains. 
NOTES. 

Root knots should be carefully re- 
moved and burned as soon as found, and 
an antiseptic application made to the 
“tree where the knot. has been removed.

The dairymen in the town of Borina, 
N. Y., figure that it costs them an av- 
erage of 1234 cents per pound to pro- 
duce butter, which brings 251; cents 
per pound. Fromeach cow they make 
an average of 23). pounds a year; so 
they geta profit of $30 per ‘cow for 
butter. 

A farmer who lives in the same State 
writesthat it costs him an average of 
8 cents adozen to produce eggs, and 
that his hens produce fourteen dozen 
apiece during a year, which he sells at 
the average price of:25 cents a dozen. 
That gives him #2.88 profit upon each 
hen from the sale of eggs alone. At 
that rate fifteen hens would yield more 
profit in one y@ar from eggs alone than 
one cow would give from butter alone. 
It seems that there is food for a little 
thought here. 


Sweet Versus Sour Cream. 
[American Agriculturist.] 

The relative merits of the s.eet- 
cream and the sour-cream methods of 
making butter, have been tested by G. 
E. Patrick, F. A. Leighton and D. B. 
Bisbee of the Iowa station (B. 18.) 
Sweet cream, fresh from the separator, 
was thoroughly mixed and then accur- 
ately divided in two equal parts by 
weight; one of these parts was churned 
immediately at 52° Fahrenheit, the 
other was ripened at 62° and then 
churned at 59°. The buttermilk was 
tested for fat, and the butter was an- 
alyzed. Inthe nine tests, the yield of 
butter from sour cream was 3 per cent. 
larger than from sweet cream. The 
sour cream usually churnedj quickér 
than the sweet and the butter con- 
tained two-hundredths of l per cent. 
more casein. The losses of fat in 
churning, washing and working were 
‘Tess with sour than with sweet cream. 
In nine trials, the average difference 
was nearly one-half. pound fer. hun- 
dred of butter made. 
ing kept five months, the cream butter 
acquired somewhat of the flavor and 
aroma of ripened cream butter, and 
was in better condition. 


Dairy Notes. 

The largest butter and cheese factory 
in the world is in Chicago, which has a 
daily capacity of four and one-half tons 
of butter, nine tons of cheese. 

In salting butter with brine, the brine 
should be strained through a fine muslin 
strainer. A good many specks, found 
in butter, come from the salt, and some 
from the water used in making the 
brine. The water used in washing the 
butter graing should also be strained, as 
there are few waters that are perfectly 
free from all sediments.—(Stockman 
and Farmer.

when known is undervalued.’’
